We received another 197 non-citizen notices from the DMV. These are from the September & October time frame. 
These seem to have started when the new system w ith the DMV was instituted in June of 2016. These folks all had 
transactions w ith the DMV. ELECT also set it up up that every DMV transaction generates an on-line voter 
registration (origiiicil request or update). Consequently, if you go in to renew your driver's license, a new i otcr 
registration form was gcncratal. 


It is im guess that somehow either tlie person ignored the "Arc you a citizen" block since they ^\•cre renewing their 
dri\ cr's license so "w ho cared" or the sy stem is capturing the w rong input If the solcr had actually checked that 
they ate not cili/ctis.. then the new I'otcr registration should never had been generated. This is a signiricaiil problem 
and the system should be shiil down uiiLil it is investigated ideutificd and fixed. 


This does not address the question regarding why these arc just showing up now.

A good number responded 
very rapidh because the> ha^ e security clearances that could be at risk if there w as some indication tiiat they were 
not citi/ens. This causes me to believe that there arc two issues. The first is what in the DMV S 3 stem is causing 
miss identification of US citi/cus as non-citi/ens. The second is why did we not receive the inforniation until now . 
The board has sent a letter to the State Board of Elections requesting an investigation into both of these issues. 


I would be a little cautious in using the numbers as the number of non-citizens who hav'e voted. In fact the 190 de¬ 
duped dow n to 102 . I will tty to renictiibcr to let you know' how many names we send to the commonwealth 
attorney.

Good morning, 

Several weeks ago we began a post-election review and internal audit of our processes to ensure that incoming data 
was appropriately processed. The re\icw covers from April 2016 to present. We identified that the non-citizen files 
for July and August w ere not fully processed before the election and that data w as loaded earlier in March Those 
were the only files received prior to the No^■cmbcr election that were not fully processed. 


The records loaded into your hoppers last night reflect transactions that occurred at DMV in September and 
October. The process for compiling. re\ icuing. and sending that data from DMV to ELECT takes appro.vimately 
45-60 days. While the transaction may have taken place prior to the election, uc do not receive the data until mid- 
November at the earliest. As part of this review, we arc working with DMV to expedite transfer of this data and 
fully leverage the electronic motor voter process 

Determinations regarding whether or not a match has occurred or should be processed is a coiuplc.v process and has 
not been automated. There arc varied circumstances that could occur and this dccisioti, under state law, is left to the 
General Registrar to determine if an individual luis met the legal requirements to remain registered. You should 
follow your routine procedures for processing this data.
